THIRTY-NINTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF 
THE  BOARD  OF  GOVERNORS 
For  the  Year  1940. 


I  he  Board  of  (lovernors  begs  to  submit  to  the  Governors, 
Donors,  and  Subscribers  its  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1940. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  the  Committee  records  the 
deaths  during  the  year  of  Mr.  A.  H.  Wiseman,  O.B.E.,  J.P., 
a  Vice-President  of  the  Hospital,  a  Life  Governor,  a  Founda¬ 
tion  Governor,  a  member  of  the  Board,  and  Chairman  of  the 
W  ellare  Society ;  Mr  Frank  R.  Pratt,  a  Life  Governor,  a 
Foundation  Governor,  and  a  member  of  the  Board;  Mrs.  E. 
E.  \\  hitehair,  a  Life  Governor,  and  a  Foundation  Governor; 
Mrs.  E.  Clarke,  a  Life  Governor ;  and  Mr  T.  L.  Mayeock,  a 
Foundation  Governor.  To  the  relatives  of  these  ladies  and 
gentlemen,  the  Board  extends  deep  sympathy. 

I  he  vacancies  on  the  Board  c  used  by  the  deaths  of  Mr. 
W*  Hampson,  Mr.  Frank  R.  Pratt,  Mr.  T.  Robinson,  Mr. 
E.  Shanahan,  J.P.,  and  Mr  A.  H.  Wiseman,  O.B.E., ’j.P., 
have  been  filled  by  the  election  of  Mr.  V.  E.  Ballard,  Mr. 
R.  H.  Pratt,  Mr.  John  Davis,  Mr.  Adam  Smith,  and  Mr. 
W.  L.  Paige. 

1  he  Supplemental  Royal  Charter  granted  to  the  Hos¬ 
pital  on  the  12th  December,  1939,  was  accepted  by  the  Annual 
General  Meeting  held  on  2nd  May,  1940. 

Ihe  New  Block,  comprising  a  Children’s  Wrard,  a  Mater¬ 
nity  Ward,  and  additions  to  the  Operation  Theatre,  X-ray 
Department,  Main  Kitchen,  Dining  Rooms,  and  Boiler 
House,  building  on  which  commenced  on  the  20th  February, 
1939,  was  completed  on  the  2nd  May,  1940.  Unfortunately, 
it  was  not  possible  to  use  the  Wards  for  the  admission  of 
children  and  expectant  mothers,  as  they  were  immediately 
prepared  for  the  reception  of  air-raid  casualties.  The  com¬ 
pletion  of  the  New  Block  increased  the  normal  bed  comple¬ 
ment  ol  the  Hospital  from  104  to  131,  and  the  emergency  bed 
complement  Irom  lo4  to  214.  Ihe  cost  of  these  extensions 
amounted  to  .£40,914  2s.  Id.,  of  which  £8,554  Is.  2d.  still 
remains  to  be  raised. 

Ihe  new  Childrens  Ward  was  named  the  “John  Bethell” 
Ward,  and  the  Maternity  Ward  the  “Florence  Bethell”

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Ward,  in  recognition  of  the  extreme  generosity  and  valuable 
services  of  Lord  and  Lady  Bethell.  The  Board  finds  it  most 
difficult  to  express  with  any  degree  of  adequacy  its  gratitude 
to  His  Lordship  and  Lady  Bethell  for  all  that  they  have  done 
for  the  Hospital. 

A  four-bed  Ward  in  the  Children's  Block  was  named  the 
“John  Lohden”  Ward,  in  recognition  of  the  generosity  and 
services  of  the  Vice-Chairman  and  Honorary  Architect.  A 
single-bed  Ward  in  the  Maternity  Block  was  named  the 
“William  Poulten”  Ward,  in  consideration  of  a  donation  of 
<£500  per  the  Executors  of  the  late  Mr.  W.  F.  Poulten. 

The  Nurses’  Home  Annexe,  giving  bed-sitting  room  ac¬ 
commodation  for  15  senior  members  of  the  Nursing  Staff,  was. 
opened  on  the  26th  July.  This  building  was  previously  294 
and  296  Shrewsbury  Road,  two  houses  immediately  adjoining 
the  Hospital.  The  cost  of  the  property,  the  alterations, 
which  included  central  heating  and  hot  and  cold  water  in 
each  room,  and  the  furnishing,  amounted  to  £4,027  17s.  Id., 
all  of  which  still  remains  to  be  raised. 


Work  of 
the  Year. 


At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  bed  complement  of  the 
Hospital  was  154.  This  was  increased  to  194  on  the  18th 
June,  and  to  214  on  the  2nd  August.  Of  the  total  number  of 
beds  in  the  Hospital,  74  were  for  the  use  of  ordinary  civilian 
sick,  the  remainder  being  reserved  for  Air-Raid  casualties, 
and  Service  cases.  Up  to  the  31st  August,  an  average  of 
67-09  ordinary  civilian  sick  had  been  resident  daily,  and  -71 
Service  cases.  September  arrived,  and  with  it  the  aerial 
blitz  on  London  and  the  resulting  casualties  at  the  Hospital. 
For  over  five  weeks  the  work  went  on  smoothly,  despite  the 
fact  that  bombs  shook  the  building  and  on  two  occasions- 
damaged  it,  until  one  afternoon  in  October  a  direct  hit  was 
received  on  the  Boiler  blouse,  Main  Kitchen,  .Staff  Dining 
Rooms  and  Main  Corridor.  The  Boiler  House,  the  heart  of 
the  Hospital,  was  completely  destroyed,  and  without  steam, 
heat,  electricity,  gas,  or  water,  the  main  Hospital  was  unable 
to  function.  By  a  miracle,  no  casualties  occurred,  and  the 
25  patients  who  were  resident  at  the  time  were  evacuated 
within  an  hour. 


The  old  Hospital,  now  used  as  an  Out-Patient  Depart¬ 
ment,  was  undamaged  and  by  the  following  evening  20  beds- 
had  been  got  ready  in  this  building  for  the  reception  of 
patients,  and  in  fact  Air-Raid  casualties  were  actually  re¬ 
ceived  and  treated  during  the  following  nights.  Seven 
nights  lated,  however,  this  building  was  put  completely  out 
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of  action  by  a  bomb  dropping-  close,  to  be  followed  three 
nights  later  by  a  direct  hit  on  the  building.  The  Ward 
containing  the  20  beds  was  demolished,  and  other  parts  of 
this  building,  and  parts  of  the  main  Hospital  were  severely 
damaged.  Fortunately,  no  patients  were  resident,  and  no 
casualties  occurred  amongst  the  Staff. 

The  whole  Hospital  was  now  out  of  action,  and  the 
Borough  was  without  a  centre  for  dealing  with  casualties. 
This  was  a  serious  position,  and  had  to  be  overcome.  The 
New  Block,  only  recently  completed  and  capable  of  accom¬ 
modating  77  Casualty  Beds,  was  the  least  damaged  part  of 
the  Hospital,  and  it  was  therefore  decided  to  reopen  this 
part  at  the  earliest  possible  date.  First-Aid  repairs  were 
immediately  put  in  hand,  and  temporary  supplies  of  electricity 
for  heating  the  Wards,  heating  water,  and  cooking  were 
connected,  as  also  were  supplies  of  gas  and  water.  After 
eight  weeks  the  work  was  completed  and  the  Hospital  was 
again  able  to  take  its  place  in  the  Emergency  Hospital  Service 
of  the  country.  Figures  showing  in  detail  the  work  during 
the  year  will  be  found  on  page  16.

The  Welfare  Society  has  also  carried  on  throughout  the 
year  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  many  of  its  Members  and 
Supporters  have  had  to  leave  the  district,  and  its  contri¬ 
butions  to  the  Hospital  amounted  to  £300.  The  Board  wishes 
to  thank  the  Members  of  this  Organisation  for  their  splendid 
efforts  in  such  difficult  times. 

The  deep  gratitude  of  the  Board  is  also  due  to  the  many 
other  Donors  and  Subscribers  who  by  their  very  generous 
support,  in  such  difficult  times,  made  it  possible  to  raise  the 
sum  of  £20,029  15s.  3d.  for  Maintenance;  only  £174  9s.  Id. 
short  of  the  Expenditure. 

The  Board  tenders  its  gratitude  to  the  many  Ladies  and 
Gentlemen  who  were  donors  of  blood  during  the  year. 

The  Board  places  on  record  its  appreciation  and  admiration 
of  the  services  of  the  Stretcher  Bearers  of  the  East  Ham  Boy 
Scouts  Association,  and  the  East  Ham  Methodist  Mission. 
Every  night  since  last  September,  one  of  these  voluntary 
Stretcher  parties  of  10  to  12  have  been  on  duty  at  the 
Hospital,  and  the  way  in  which  they  have  carried  out  their 
duties,  and  in  addition  dealt  with  numerous  incendiary  bombs 
is  deserving  of  the  very  highest  praise. 

The  Board  extends  its  warmest  thanks  and  appreciation 
to  each  member  of  the  Hospital  Staff  for  the  splendid  way 
in  which  they  have  stood  up  to  the  strain  and  carried  out 
their  duties  during  the  air-raids  of  recent  months,  particularly 
on  the  occasions  when  the  Hospital  was  so  severely  damaged. 

Mr.  Dudley  H.  Pratt,  B.A.,  F.C.A.,  who  has  been  Hon¬ 
orary  Auditor  since  1934,  found  it  impossible  to  carry  out 
the  audit  for  1940,  and  Mr.  E.  Morton  Lomax,  F.S.A.A., 
was  appointed  as  his  successor.  The  Board  is  most  grateful 
to  Mr.  Pratt  for  his  services  to  the  Hospital  for  the  past 
six  years,  and  also  to  Mr.  Lomax  for  so  readily  placing  his 
services  at  the  disposal  of  the  Hospital. 

Throughout  the  past  year  and  in  the  face  of  serious  diffi¬ 
culties,  the  Hospital  has  made,  and  will  continue  to  make, 
every  effort  possible  to  keep  the  Flag  flying,  and  to  maintain 
a  service  so  essential  and  so  urgently  needed  in  the  Borough.

The  Chairman  of  the  Hospital  (Mr.  Noble  A.  Papworth,  J.P.), 
presided  and  was  supported  by  The  Vice-Chairman  of  the  Hospital

Except  in  cases  of  emergency,  patients  are  admitted  only  on 
the  recommendation  of  a  Medical  Practitioner. 

Patients  are  asked  to  contribute,  according  to  their  means, 
towards  the  cost  of  their  maintenance. 

The  Hospital  contains  5  single  bed  Private  Wards.  The 
charge  for  these  rooms  is  5  guineas  per  week.  Special  Nurses, 
Laundry,  Massage,  Pathological  and  X-Ray  examinations  or  any 
Special  Treatment  ordered,  are  extra  charges.  In  addition  there 
is  a  fee  for  the  Physician  or  Surgeon  in  charge  of  the  case,  the 
amount  of  the  fee  to  be  arranged  with  the  Physician  or  Surgeon 
concerned. 

The  Hospital  also  contains  8  Curtained  Cubicles  (4  Male  and 
4  Female).  The  charge  for  these  cubicles  is  5  guineas  per  week, 
inclusive  of  any  extras  and  Medical  or  Surgical  fees. 

Patients  will  be  seen  in  private  consultation  at  the  Hospital, 
by  members  of  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff,  at  a  minimum  fee 
of  1  guinea,  exclusive  of  any  special  investigations  that  may  be 
necessary. 

Patients  mav  be  visited  by  their  relations  and  friends  on  Thurs¬ 
days,  3-4  p.m.,  and  Sundays,  3-4.30  p.m.  on  production  of  card 
which  may  be  obtained  from  the  ward  sister.  Husbands  may 
visit  their  wives  on  Wednesdays,  8-8.30  p.m.  Special  arrange¬ 
ments  are  made  for  parents  to  visit  their  children. 

Children  under  14  are  not  permitted  to  visit  the  Wards  without 
special  permission. 

Ministers  of  Religion  may  visit  their  parishioners  every  after¬ 
noon  between  3  and  5  p.m.,  and  at  any  other  time  in  cases  of 
emergency. 

No  organisation  or  private  individual  may  use  the  name  of  the 
East  Ham  Memorial  Hospital  for  any  effort  in  collecting  money 
without  permission  of  the  Board  of  Governors,  and  a  Statement 
of  Accounts  of  each  effort  shall  be  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Hospital  within  a  reasonable  time. 

The  Secretary  will  always  be  pleased  for  the  Hospital  to  be 
shown  to  any  who  are  interested  in  its  work.
